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SPRING  FLOWERS  IN  WINTER 

For  me  there  is  no  rarer  thing 
Than  while  the  winter’s  lingering 
To  taste  the  blessedness  of  spring.

SPRING  in  winter!  Surely  a  phrase,  this,  to  conjure 
with — or  to  set  one  diligently  sorting  and  cleaning 
pots  and  flats  and  turning  the  pages  of  catalogues.  For 
why,  after  aU,  should  the  first  white  frost  write  “finis’’ 
across  the  summer’s  happy  experience  of  flower  enjoy¬ 
ment?  We  have  seen  with  sadness  the  last  rosebud 
seared  before  it  could  unfold,  the  last  valiant  little 
autumn  Crocus  vanquished.  And  what  is  ahead  of  us? 
Winter  and  rough  weather.  No  flowers.  But  in  their 
stead,  rain,  sleet,  wind  and  snow.  Ah,  but  this  sad 
case  need  not  be  ours!  If  we  are  wise  and  a  bit  fore¬ 
handed  we  may  face  the  long  stretch  of  gloomy  weeks 
assured  of  as  great  a  luxurience  of  flowers  as  surrounded 
us  during  the  summer.  And,  moreover,  they  may  be 
of  our  own  growing. 

The  very  first  thing  we  must  do  is  to  give  up  expect¬ 
ing  nothing  of  the  winter  season  but  sharp  winds  and 
lowering  skies.  We  must  expect  flowers  instead,  not  a 
few,  by  any  means,  but  a  riotous  profusion  of  them, 
all  colors  and  scents  and  textures,  enough  to  create 
spring  in  the  midst  of  winter.  That  is  the  first  step 
towards  giving  ourselves  two  springs  instead  of  one, 
and  who,  I  wonder,  but  would  go  to  a  deal  of  trouble 
to  bring  about  such  a  delicious  phenomenon? 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  however,  very  little  trouble  is 
required,  and  less  time.  An  enchanting  winter  garden 
is  soon  made.  A  few  genial  autumn  days  devoted  to 


the  pleasant  task  of  stowing  away  the  large  and  small 
bulbs  and  corms  and  tubers  in  the  soft  earth  of  the 
pots  or  flats,  or  into  bowls  of  flber — and  the  trick  is 
done,  a  train  of  delightful  events  set  in  motion  that  will 
carry  us  blithely  along  a  blossomy  path  until  the  blue¬ 
bird  flashes  in  the  orchard  trees  and  “Daffodils  begin 
to  peer”  in  the  garden  borders. 

With  good  management  there  need  be  no  interruption 
at  all  of  the  gay  sequence  of  flowers  right  round  the 
calendar.  By  the  time  the  last  Chrysanthemum  has 
succumbed  in  the  garden  there  should  be  innumerable 
pots  and  pans  and  flats  in  the  greenhouse  lively  with 
young  green  shoots  and  many  already  showing  flowers. 
By  Thanksgiving  Day  Ihe  fragrant  Paperwhite  will 
be  in  bloom  in  quantities,  as  well  as  their  yellow- 
flowered  prototype.  Grand  Soleil  d’Or,  whose  fragrance 
is  more  delicate  and  so  more  acceptable  to  some  who 
object  to  the  heavier  scent  of  the  Paperwhite.  They 
make  a  charming  effect  together.  By  Christmas  we 
shall  have  many  pots  of  the  deliciously  sweet  Roman 
and  French  Hyacinths,  Jacinthes  de  Paris,  as  they  are 
called,  not  only  the  gleaming  white  ones,  but  delicate 
pink,  soft  lavender-blue  and  one  a  most  delectable  Naples 
yellow.  Chinese  Lillies  are  also  to  be  had  very  early, 
and  Lily  of  the  Valley,  and  Freesia,  and  the  heavenly 
blue  Irises,  with  many  more  lovely  things.  To  fill  the 
house  with  home  grown  flowers  at  Christmas  time  is  a 
very  delightful  thing  to  do. 

There  are  few  more  enchanting  places,  it  seems  to 
me  to  be  visited  on  a  winter  day,  than  a  greenhouse 
full  of  flowering  bulbs.  Beyond  the  glass,  separated 
from  us  merely  by  this  frail  transparent  barrier,  the 
snow  sweeps  upward  to  meet  the  gray  low-hung  sky. 
Icicles  hang  from  the  stark  branches,  bitter  winds  beat 
and  sigh.  Against  this  winter  landscape  one  sees,  seem¬ 
ingly  by  some  magic  intervention,  ranks  and  ranks  of 


lender  spring  flowers  gleaming  in  the  sharp  light  of 
the  snow.  Here  are  Daffodils  bursting  into  golden 
bloom,  Preesias  hanging  out  their  lemon-scented  tubes, 
opulent  Hyacinths,  lavender  and  violet,  snow-white  and 
satin-pink,  Tulips  unfurling  brilliant  pointed  buds, 
towering  noble  Lilies.  The  air  is  warm  and  genial; 
the  air  is  moist  and  full  of  fragrances.  Altogether  it 
is  a  place  to  linger  in.  There  is  a  very  special  delight 
in  this  seeming  paradox  of  spring  flowers  and  snow, 
perfume  and  icy  winds,  these  manifestations  both  of 
heat  and  bitter  cold  simultaneously  perceived.  And 
surely  at  no  other  season  do  flowers  seem  to  us  so 
precious  and  so  necessary  to  our  happiness.  They  are 
the  gay  defences  we  set  up  for  ourselves  against  the 
inclemencies  without,  against  the  gloom  that  is  inherent 
in  the  winter  season. 

And  so  for  this  reason  if  for  no  other  we  should  grow 
a  great  many  of  them,  enough  to  permit  of  their  over¬ 
flowing  from  the  greenhouses  into  our  homes,  to  line 
the  window  ledges  and  fill  the  rooms  with  sweetness 
and  delicious  color.  Daffodils  will  be  wanted  in  great 
numbers,  for  these  make  sunshine  whatever  the  weather 
without  may  be  up  to.  For  a  long  succession  we  make 
choice  from  the  different  groups,  early,  mid-season  and 
late,  ending  with  the  frosted  Poet’s  varieties,  the  latest 
of  all.  Some  especially  choice  things  to  try  this  fall 
would  be  the  lovely  light  yellow  trumpet  Daffodil, 
Tresserve,  or  the  superb  and  bold  Olympia,  belonging 
to  the  same  class.  Duke  of  Bedford  is  superb  when 
forced  and  what  a  truly  lovely  creation  is  Spring  Glory, 
both  of  these  bi-color  Trumpets  of  the  first  order. 
Bedouin  and  Lucifer  make  gorgeous  color,  and  Nannie 
Nunn,  among  the  Barris,  is  not  to  be  surpassed  for 
sprightly  brilliance.  In  the  pale,  sweet-scented  Leedsii 
class  few  are  lovelier  than  Hera  and  Lord  Kitchener. 
And  while  we  are  planting  Daffodils  to  force  it  should 
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not  be  forgotten  how  delightful  are  pots  closely  planted 
with  the  small  bulbs  of  that  graceful  variety,  February 
Gold. 

Pew  persons  realize  how  effective  for  forcing  are 
pots  of  fat  Dutch  Crocuses.  When  planted  ‘"touching” 
in  the  wide  low  pans  they  make  gorgeous  blobs  of  fine 
clear  color  and  last  well. 

Tulips  forced  have  a  special  grace  and  distinction. 
Often  their  colors  are  softened  or  heightened,  as  the 
case  may  be.  by  the  artificial  process  to  which  they  are 
subjected,  so  that  they  do  not  appear  the  same  flowers 
we  knew  in  the  spring  borders  out  of  doors. 

The  Darwins  display  the  rich  hues  of  Oriental  em¬ 
broideries;  the  Breeders  show  the  most  exciting  and 
intriguing  color-schemes;  the  colors  of  the  May  or  Cot¬ 
tage  varieties  are  frank  and  clear,  and  their  habit  is 
full  of  grace.  Delightful  associations  of  Tulips  may 
be  brought  together  in  the  greenhouse  just  as  in  the 
garden.  Let  us  imagine  a  mass  of  that  rich  purple 
variety.  The  Bishop,  for  instance,  with  Ronald  Gunn 
as  a  foreground,  and  to  lift  the  spirit  of  the  whole, 
so  to  speak,  a  few  pots  of  the  gay  and  sweetly  fragrant 
Dido.  Or  we  might  associate  the  noble  Bacchus  with 
Moonlight,  with  a  few  pots  of  the  soft  toned  William 
Copland  and  here  and  there  a  sheaf  of  the  silver-pink 
Aphrodite.  And  so  on  ad  infinitum. 

It  must  not  be  forgotten  that  bulbs  forced  in  a  green¬ 
house  are  on  parade  as  they  never  are  in  a  garden. 
There  is  not  the  great  masses  of  foliage,  of  other  objects, 
of  the  distance,  to  distract  attention  from  them.  They 
stand  before  us  solely  upon  their  own  merits.  And 
so  we  must  u.se  only  the  finest  bulbs  procurable  if  the 
flowers  are  to  stand  the  test  of  their  isolation.  Many 
other  delightful  things  may  be  forced  besides  those 
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enumerated  and  will  add  greatly  to  the  sum-total  of 
the  winter's  joy.  Anemones  are  to  be  had,  and  Spanish 
and  other  bulbous  Irises,  all  sorts  of  Lilies  that  may 
be  brought  into  bloom  at  any  time  they  are  wanted, 
Scillas,  Chionodoxas,  Tuberoses,  Muscaris,  Ixias  and 
Nerines,  and  more.  Certainly  with  all  these  we  shall 
be  ready  when  the  earth 

Tips  gently  in  its  ceaseless  whirl,  and  stars 
Glide  on  their  Winter  courses.  Soon  the  sleet 
Will  dance  across  the  frozen  grass.  The  snow 
Will  pile  small  so^indless  drifts  across  the  ledge 
Of  this,  our  window.

LEUGOGORYNE IXIOIDES  ODORATA 

{Glory  of  the  Sun) 

Description  by  our  collector: 

“This  lovely  bulbous  plant  was  quite  one  of  the  most 
beautiful  of  the  many  beautiful  thin^  I  saw  on  my 
recent  plant  collecting  expedition  in  Chile  and  the 
Andes,  1927-1928,  and  of  all  the  things  I  secured  and 
sent  home,  it  promises  to  be  one  of  the  most  valuable  as 
a  garden  plant.  The  bulb  is  about  the  size  of  a  Snow¬ 
drop  bulb,  and  the  foliage  is  thin  and  insignificant. 
The  fiowers  appear  after  the  leaves,  and  are  carried  on 
erect  wiry  stems  18  inches  high.  They  closely  resemble 
the  fiowers  of  Chionodoxa  lucilliae  {Glory  of  the  Snow) 
— the  same  size  or  even  larger,  the  same  beautiful  blue 
color  shading  to  a  white  center,  but  they  are  carried 
in  a  loose  umbel  or  head  of  from  three  to  six  or  seven; 
above  all  they  are  deliciously  fragrant  with  a  powerful 
almond  scent.  The  plant  has  extraordinary  charm  and 
grace  of  habit,  and  is  absolutely  first  rate  as  a  cut  flower, 
lasting  a  week  or  more  in  water.  There  is  probably 
still  a  great  deal  more  to  learn  about  the  culture  of  the 
plant.  As  to  hardiness,  I  should  place  it  about  on  the 
level  with  the  Ixias.  It  might  be  grown  in  the  open  in 
very  favored  localities,  if  given  a  warm,  well  drained 
border  at  the  foot  of  a  south  wall,  and  it  will  be  well 
worth  experimenting  with  in  this  way.  Its  chief  use, 
however,  will  almost  certainly  be  for  the  same  treatment 
as  Freesias,  growing  it  in  pots  in  a  cool  or  temperate 
greenhouse  for  winter  and  spring  flowering.  Bulbs 
planted  here  in  October  are  coming  into  flower  at  the 
end  of  February  in  a  temperature  of  50  to  60  degrees. 


Growers  have  flowered  Leucocoryne  very  successfully 
under  normal  Preesia  treatment.  The  after  treatment 
should  be  the  same  as  for  Preesias,  drying  off  completely 
when  growth  has  finished,  and  the  pots  should  be  kept 
quite  dry  in  a  sunny  greenhouse  or  frame  in  order  to 
mature  the  bulbs  with  as  much  sun-roasting  as  possible!’'

Gladiolus  Tpjstis  Concolor 


GLADIOLUS  TRISTIS  GONGOLOR 


'  I  'HE  pale  cream  colored  variety  of  the  South  African 
^  species  Gladiolus  tristis  is  the  tallest  and  handsomest 
of  the  forms  of  this  species.  The  plant  is  half  hardy, 
grows  splendidly  in  a  cool  greenhouse  or  conservatory, 
and  flowers  very  freely.  The  blossoms  are  at  their  best 
in  the  evening  when  they  exhale  the  powerful  perfume 
with  an  odor  like  freesias.  They  blossom  best  from 
February  to  April  indoors  when  planted  in  September 
to  November.  They  can  likewise  be  planted  outdoors 
in  well  drained  beds  in  November.  They  winter  suc¬ 
cessfully  and  blossom  in  May  if  well  protected  by  a 
heavy  mulch.  The  bulbs  are  very  small  and  all  parts 
of  the  plant  correspondingly  so.  The  leaves  are  narrow, 
slender  and  rush-like.  The  flower  stalks  scarcely  thicker 
than  a  lead  pencil,  two  feet  and  more  tall  and  bearing 
from  three  to  six  wide  open  graceful  lily-like  blooms 
about  two  to  three  inches  across.

This  is  a  new  race  of  hybrids  derived  from  Gladi¬ 
olus  tristis.  They  have  the  same  habit  of  growth 
with  similar  slender  foliage,  but  the  flowers  are  more 
bell  shaped  and  are  delicately  pencilled  with  pale  purple, 
brown  or  lavender.  They  are  principally  of  interest  be¬ 
cause  of  their  delicate  perfume  which  unlike  that  of 
tristis  and  other  varieties  of  Gladiolus,  is  given  off 
equally  strongly  both  day  and  night.  The  odor  resem¬ 
bles  that  of  violets  and  a  small  cluster  of  them  will  pleas¬ 
antly  scent  up  a  whole  room.  The  other  parent  of  this 
race  besides  Gladiolus  tristis  is  a  rare  species  of  which 
one  bulb  was  received  from  South  Africa  four  years 
ago.  The  name  given  it  when  received  was  obviously 
incorrect  and  it  has  been  impossible  to  correctly  name 
it  since,  but  the  species  has  a  wonderful  fragrance  and 
has  transmitted  this  to  its  offspring  together  with  the 
interesting  coloring.  This  parent  species  is  still  rep¬ 
resented  by  only  one  bulb  having  made  no  increase 
but  the  hybrids  between  it  and  tristis  are  vigorous 
growers  and  in  all  respects  the  equal  of  tristis  for 
indoor  culture.  This  new  race  is  now  being  propagated 
and  will  be  available  very  soon.  In  order  to  fully  pro¬ 
tect  the  value  of  this  new  strain  from  unscrupulous 
competition,  it  is  proposed  that  the  bulbs  of  it  will 
only  be  leased  to  the  customers  so  that  all  of  the  stock 
wherever  found  will  remain  the  property  of  the  orig¬ 
inator.

Through  the  co-operation  of  our  clients,  we  were 
enabled  to  carefully  study  results  obtained  in  the  forc¬ 
ing  of  Freesias  in  various  localities.  The  consensus 
of  opinion  is  that  best  results  are  obtained  from  early 
September  plantings.  Earlier  plantings  are  not  always 
satisfactory.  October  and  later  plantings  have  proven 
on  the  whole  very  satisfactory  although  the  stems  are 
somewhat  shorter.  We  would  recommend  that  Freesia 
bulbs  be  taken  from  the  package  immediately  upon 
arrival,  laid  out  on  trays  and  allowed  to  remain  in 


a  dry,  airy  place  for  a  period  of  at  least  two  weeks 
before  planting. 


Note:  In  some  localities  the  water  contains  matter 
injurious  to  the  proper  development  of  the  Freesia 
plant.

NOTE 

All  the  varieties  of  Tulips  listed  herein  have  been 
forced  by  us  for  our  own  exhibits  which  usually  take 
place  from  the  middle  to  the  end  of  March,  and  we  can 
recommend  all  unreservedly  for  forcing  purposes. 

We  pot  our  bulbs  in  late  November  using  deep  ten 
inch  pots  or  Azalea  pans;  we  put  from  18  to  24  bulbs 
in  a  ten  inch  pan  according  to  the  variety ;  we  give  the 
bulbs  plenty  of  chance  to  make  roots,  grow  them  in  the 
full  light  on  top  of  the  bench  in  cool  temperature, 
giving  them  a  little  more  heat  when  finishing  them  off ; 
we  harden  them  thereafter  in  a  deep  frame  for  a  week 
before  the  flower  show  bringing  them  in  just  showing 
color.  They  always  last  two  weeks  or  more  in  perfect 
condition. 


IRISES 


WITH  the  advent  of  the  beautiful  newer  varieties 
of  bulbous  Irises  and  the  fact  that  these  glorious 
flowers  may  be  had  in  bloom  from  December  until 
spring,  adapting  themselves  so  easily  to  forcing  under 
glass,  this  class  of  bulbs  has  become  of  great  importance.

LILIES  FOR  FORGING 


Lilies  may  be  had  in  flower  every  day  in  the  year. 

For  a  special  event — a  wedding  perhaps — or  any 
social  function,  you  can  now  depend  upon  having  them 
exactly  for  the  day  wanted. 

There  are  two  classes — those  that  may  be  forced 
gradually  and  naturally,  which  we  shall  call  “fresh"’ 
Lilies,  and  those  that  have  been  “retarded,”  that  is, 
placed  in  cold  storage. 

“Retarded”  Lilies 

By  a  successful  process  of  “retarding,”  which  means 
subjecting  the  bulbs  to  a  long  period  of  an  even  low 
temperature  in  a  cold  storage  plant,  we  are  able  to  fur¬ 
nish  Lily  bulbs  for  flowering  at  any  time  of  the  year. 

Retarded  Regale  blooms  in  six  to  eight  weeks,  For- 
mosum  will  flower  in  from  ten  to  twelve  weeks,  while 
Auratum  and  the  Speciosum  varieties  require  from  four 
to  six  months. 

These  cold  storage  bulbs  should  be  unpacked  immedi¬ 
ately  upon  arrival  and  be  allowed  to  thaw  out  gradually 
and  naturally  in  a  cool,  dark  place. 

They  should  be  set  deeply  into  deep  flower  pots  on 
friable  soil  that  contains  no  lime  nor  fertilizer  of  any 
sort.  The  pots  must  be  thoroughly  watered  once  and 
put  on  a  cool,  raised  bottom  in  a  semi  dark  place  where 
the  bulbs  will  have  ample  opportunity  to  make  a  good 
set  of  roots  before  any  top  growth  starts.  This  is 
essential. 

After  top  growth  has  started  and  stem  roots  are  dev¬ 
eloping,  the  pots  should  be  filled  up  with  good  soil  in 
which  the  stem  roots  must  feed.  This  is  all  important.

THE  GLADIOLUS  IN  THE  GREENHOUSE— 


Most  Gladiolus  corms  grown  in  the  United  States 
are  harvested  during  the  months  of  September 
and  October  and  to  attempt  to  plant  this  stock  during 
December  is  a  mistake,  as  the  bulbs  have  not  reached 
the  end  of  their  dormant  state.  To  obtain  early  mid¬ 
winter  bloom,  bulbs  that  have  flowered  in  the  spring 
and  have  been  harvested  in  early  summer  must  be 
considered  and  these  are  offered  here  in  many  well 
known  varieties. 

Many  gardeners  And  it  advantageous  to  make  suc¬ 
cessive  plantings  starting  their  first  lot  in  the  early 
part  of  September  and  others  at  intervals  of  two  to 
three  weeks,  which  they  claim  produces  a  succession 
of  bloom  from  January  on  when  flowers  are  at  a 
premium. 

The  proper  consideration  is  the  right  location,  for 
which  a  bright  sunny  greenhouse  is  preferable,  one 
adapted  to  growing  Carnations  and  Snapdragons,  where 
benches  5  to  6  inches  deep  are  best,  the  bulbs  being 
planted  at  a  depth  of  2  to  3  inches.  If  the  bulbs 
have  been  kept  in  a  cool  cellar  they  should  sprout 
promptly  at  planting  time  and  this  sprouting  may  be 
somewhat  advanced  if  bulbs  were  soaked  in  slightly 
warm  water  for  a  day  or  two  before.  The  more  light 
and  air  Gladioli  receive  the  better  they  will  thrive. 

Young,  deep  strong  bulbs,  inch  and  up  in  diameter 
are  the  best ;  water  moderately  until  the  growth  is  well 
above  the  soil,  that  is  up  to  its  fifth  or  sixth  leaf,  after 
which  with  the  swelling  of  the  flower  stalk  they  may 
be  watered  and  fertilized  more  freely.  The  correct  tem¬ 
perature  during  the  first  few  weeks  should  not  be  less 
than  45  degrees,  nor  more  than  52  degrees  at  night, 


the  ideal  temperature  being  about  48  to  50  degrees. 
The  fact  that  this  is  also  Carnation  temperature  is  the 
main  reason  why  Gladioli  thrive  so  well  among  them. 

Causes  of  blindness  are  the  following: — Temperature 
too  warm  at  start,  bulbs  not  rested  enough,  planted  too 
close,  improper  watering,  too  shallow  soil,  trying  to 
force  the  same  bulbs  twice  and  some  varieties  not  suit¬ 
able.

for  Growing  Under  Glass,  in  Winter  Gardens 
or  in  Lath  Houses 

Responding  to  the  great  demand  from  the  increasing 
number  of  Garden  Lovers  all  over  this  country,  we 
have  decided  to  list  this  season  a  limited  number  of  the 
rarer,  newer — and  in  some  cases  little  known — ^flowers 
of  a  bulbous  nature. 

It  is  somewhat  at  variance  with  the  American  flower 
and  garden  lover,  who  at  all  times  wishes  to  be  up  to 
date  and  asks  for  the  finest  that  may  be  had,  that  these 
bulbous  plants  are  not  better  known. 

Visitors  to  Europe  and  those  who  have  come  to  the 
great  provincial  exhibitions  where  these  floral  gems  can 
be  seen  at  their  highest  point  of  perfection  and  cultural 
finish  frequently  ask,  can  they  not  be  grown  in 
America  and  where  shall  we  procure  them? 

All  the  varieties  given  in  this  list  are  of  easy  culture 
— only  care  should  be  particualrly  given  the  bulbs  when 
first  potted.  One  good  watering  after  they  are  potted 
— ^then  allowed  to  stand  until  signs  of  growth  are  evi¬ 
dent,  remembering  that  these  bulbs  (some  exceedingly 
small  like  Achimenes)  have  no  roots  so  cannot  be  ex¬ 
pected  to  take  up  the  moisture  in  the  soil  like  a  well 
established  plant. 

Good  drainage  is  essential;  it  is  suggested  that  your 
pots  are  properly  “crocked” — that  is  drainage  such  as 
broken  pot -shreds  for  instance,  are  used  at  the  bottom 
of  the  pot. 

The  soil  should  be  “light” — about  half  good  decom¬ 
posed  turfy  loam — one  fourth  screened  peat,  one  eighth 
sharp  river  sand,  and  one  eighth  good  decomposed  cow 
manure. 

When  potted  keep  partially  shaded — ^till  the  bulbs 
start  into  growth;  then  bring  “gradually”  to  the  light 
— ^water  sparingly,  till  pots  are  well  filled  with  roots. 
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In  a  general  way  treat  as  you  would  other  tuberous 
rooted  or  bulbous  plants ;  if  handled  in  large  quantities 
put  your  bulbs  into  “flats*' — in  a  mixture  of  sphagnum 
moss,  sifted  peat  and  sand ;  when  well  rooted,  “pot  up,** 
using  the  above  suggested  methods. 

AGHIMENES

A  MESSAGE  TO  OUR  CALIFORNIA  AND 
SOUTHERN  CLIENTS 


TO  our  clients  in  California  and  South  of  the  Mason 
and  Dixon  line,  our  Forcing  Bulb  Catalogue  may 
seem  incongruous — from  the  fact  that  so  many  of  the 
varieties  of  bulbs  mentioned  therein  are  hardy  in  these 
territories. 

In  California  the  “lath  house”  supersedes  the  green¬ 
house  in  many  places — ^but  in  these  lath  houses  many 
varieties  of  bulbs  may  be  brought  to  perfection,  if  grown 
and  potted  the  same  as  for  greenhouse  culture. 

In  California,  where  there  is  almost  perpetual  sum¬ 
mer  and  much  drought  (except  where  irrigated)  there 
are  seasons  when  the  Tulip,  Hyacinth  and  Narcissus  do 
not  reach  the  perfection  of  those  planted  in  a  more 
northern  latitude  if  planted  in  the  open;  root  develop¬ 
ment  is  not  so  free,  and  this  is  the  essential  point  in 
successful  bulb  growing  and  flowering. 

In  the  southern  latitudes  bulbs  should  be  planted  an 
inch  or  so  deeper  than  the  depth  usually  practiced  in 
the  north,  outside. 

Bulbs  for  forcing  should  be  kept  in  the  cellars — “pits” 
or  bulb  rooms,  and  retarded  as  long  as  possible  till  the 
roots  have  fllled  the  pots  or  “bulb  flats,”  which  should 
be  at  least  six  inches  deep.  They  may  then  be  brought 
into  the  open,  or  placed  in  the  lath  or  other  “houses” 
and  nature  will  take  care  of  the  rest.  Never  allow  the 
roots  to  get  dry  so  that  the  soil  will  pulverize.  Keep 
shaded  as  much  as  possible  from  direct  sunlight. 

We  might  say  again  and  again  and  repeat,  bulbs  for 
forcing  at  all  times  must  have  good  roots  and  root 


action  for  successful  flowering,  and  this  applies  more 
especially  to  bulbs  forced  in  a  climate  where  freezing 
is  the  exception  and  a  higher  temperature  the  rule.
